LOAN MANY BOOKS 
TO RURAL READERS 


Report of State Librarian Says 


15,000 Books Were Used 


Each Month. 


COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 21— More 


than 15,000 books each month are 
being loaned by the Ohio State Li- 
brary to rural communities of the 
state in traveling libraries, George 
E- McCurmicl:. state librarian, re- 
ports. A total of 295 of these li- 
braries, ranging from 50 to 500 
books, were loaned in December. 


Although without 
a directing 


head for 19 months prior to Feb- 
ruary, 1929, the Ohio State Library 
shows a larger circulation this year 
than ever before, the report states. 
The library was brought back into 
use through a movement sponsored 
by Gov. Cooper when the legisla- 
ture convened at .the opening of 
his administration. 


During the ten months ending 


Jan. 
1, 1930, besides the 15,000 


books being circulated each month 
in the rural districts where there 
are not adequate library facilities, 
the circulation totaled 
19,734. 


These books were loaned to indi- 
viduals. 


During the past week the library 


has loaned libraries of 1,000 books 
each to Millersburg and Ashley. 
Although the 
county seat of 


Holmes-co, Millersburg. does not 
have a public library. A school 


library has been provided at Ash- 
ley, but lack of funds prevented a 
variety of books being purchased 
at trie present time. 


A system whereby anyone in the 


sU-ic may use the state library has 


b« -?n evolved, and is now in u^e. 
/.i, npniication to the ''«•»' library 
is mailed to the state library. The 
b<~ok is then mailed to the local li- 
traiy for the applicant. Where it 
is impossible to carry out the sys- 
tem by use of local ibraries. boukp 
are nr_iled direct to the individual.
